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INTRODUCTION. 



On the first day of September, 1862, the 11th Kegiment 
Yermont Volunteers was mustered into the United States service 
at Brattleboro, Vt., with about one thousand men and officers. The 
regiment was commanded by Col. James M. Warner, late Briga- 
dier Gen. U. S. Vols. It immediately went to Washington, D. C, 
and was stationed in the northern defences of Washington, where 
it remained for about twenty months, during which time it was 
recruted to 12 companies of 150 men and officers to each company, 
making a regiment of 1800 men. In the month of May, 1864, the 
regiment was sent to the front and was brigaded with the Old 
Yermont Brigade^ 2d Brigade, 2d Division, 6th Army Corps. At 
the time the regiment was brigaded at Spottsly vania, Va., it mus- 
tered more men than the rest of the brigade of five regiments. 
The active service of the regiment was in connection and with the 
Old Vermont Brigade^ of which I do not propose to enter into 
detail at present, but to give as complete a Roster of the regiment 
as is possible with the data at hand to compile from, trusting 
that the comrades will bear with me in all omission or mistakes 
made. It is the purpose of the society to issue this pamphlet that 
the survivors may read and make corrections and additions 
to the same. All comrades are requested to note the same 
and notify the secretary at once. In attempting to compile this 
Roster at the request of the society, I find it not so easy a task as 
one might suppose, and feel that if some one else had been selected 
to do the work, it would have given better satisfaction; but as I was 
disciplined to do my duty while a member of the " glorious old 
llth^'^ I will now try and make as brave an attempt to respond to 
orders as of yore. Comrades will notice that I have been able to 
locate about 1000 of the survivors of the regiment, and have the 
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reports of the deaths of nearly 700, leaving about 650 men yet to 
be accounted for, out of a total of 2,320 enlistments in the regi- 
ment during its service. It is hoped that comrades knowing any- 
thing about members that are not accounted for, will notify the 
secretary at once, and thus a cofnplete Koster together with a his- 
tory of the regiment may be written at some future time. I have 
tried to give the rank of all commissioned officers who held the 
same in this regiment,andin doing so there are many names duplicat- 
ed. There were several who received and held commissions in other 
regiments for which credit is not here given. As regards non- 
commissioned officers, I could not very well give all credit, as it 
would fill a volume of its own; but the credit of being in the 
ranks in such a regiment and serving with the same in a brigade 
that has the glorious record that the Old Vermont Brigade earned 
while in the field,is honor and glory enough for us all. Tou served 
with a brigade that was never known to allow the enemy to lay 
hands on their colors, always carrying them into hattle waving 
and bringing them ofE crowned with victory, l^o Vermont regiment 
ever deserted or left their colors on the field of battle ; always at 
the front, ever in the thickest of the fight, and yet never lowered 
their colors to the enemy. So much for the Ethan Allen Guards.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 



PREAMBLE. 

We, the surviving members of the First Artillery, Eleventh 
Vermont Volunteers, desirous of perpetuating the memories and 
friendships of actual service, do hereby adopt the following 
Constitution and By-Laws : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 1. This Society shall be called the Society of the 
First Artillery, Eleventh Vermont Volunteers. 

Art. 2. The members of this Society shall consist of hon- 
orably discharged oflBcers and soldiers of the First Artillery, 
Eleventh Vermont Volunteers. 

Art. 3. The officers of the Society shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, Chaplain and 
Surgeon, and an Executive Committee of five. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the Society and to perform the duties pertaining 
thereto. In the absence of the President, the first vice-President 
shall preside, and in his absence the second vice-President shall 
take the chair. 

The Secretary shall keep a just and true record of all meet- 
ings of the Society, and attend to its correspondence. 

The Treasurer shall receive and keep a just and true record 
and account of all moneys paid into the treasury of the Society, 
and pay out the same by vote of the Society or upon the order of 
the President. 

Art. 5. The officers of the Society shall be elected by bal- 
lot, unless otherwise ordered, and shall serve until their successors 
are elected. 
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Art. 6. All retired oflBcers and soldiers of the First Artil- 
lery, Eleventh Vermont Volunteers may become members of this 
Society by having their names placed upon the rolls and adher- 
ing to the constitution.

The above report was accepted and the Board of Officers 
unanimously elected ; the time of holding the meeting left with 
the Executive Committee.

Saflford and Capt. U. A. Woodbury were appointed a committee 
to draft resolutions on the death of Gen. P. H. Sheridan. 



RESOLUTIONS. 

The Society of the First Artillery, 11th Vt. Yols., which 
served in 1864 under the late General Phillip H. Sheridan as a 
member of the Old Veicinont BAgade in Getty's Division of the 
Sixtli Corps, meeting for its annual reunion upon the 24th anni- 
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versary of the battle of the Opequoii, hereby adopts the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That our service with Gen. Sheridan after his appointment to 
an independent command was such as enabled us to fairly estimate his high 
soldierly traits and to impress us with the importance of appropriate com- 
memoration of his death. 

Acting under his orders, in the face of the enemy, from the successful 
stand of the Vermont Brigade at Charleston, August 2l8t, throughout the 
campaign which followed, including the complete rout of the enemy at the 
severe engagement in front of Winchester, on September 19th, the skillful 
manoeuvres which carried the apparently impregnable position at Fisher 
Hill on September 22d, and the brilliant and intrepid leadership which 
turned defeat into a decisive victory upon the memorable battlefield at Cedar 
Creek on October 19th, 1864, we learned the full measure of his military 
gifts. 

Resolved, That we regard him as one of the few truly great generals 
that the world has ever known; careful in preparation, thoughtful of the 
daily wants of his conmaand, observant of any detail of the military situa- 
tion, declining no responsibilities, distinct in purpose, daring in plan, in 
battle he was a flaming sword, and his well-known pennant never failed to 
lead the way to victory. 

Resolved, That no more grateful vision ever met our eyes than the un- 
expected sight of General Sheridan as he dashed from the Winchester turn- 
pike to the front of the Vermont Brigade, standing with decimated ranks 
in the centre of the only division which immediately confronted the enemy's 
victorious advance, after the unfortunate disaster of the gloomy morning at 
Cedar Creek; and, that we shall never fail to remember with pride the rec- 
ognition which he gave us in his official report of that engagement, by 
stating that upon his arrival on the field he at once proceeded to reform his 
whole command ** on Getty's line." 

Resolved, That in his death our country has lost one of the most con- 
spicuous heroes of the war of the Union, one of the most thorough soldiers 
of the age, and one of the best beloved military leaders that the history of 
the world records. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Stannard P ost G. A. K. 
for use of hall, also to the several railroads for usual courtesies 
extended. 

On motion being carried, the meeting adjourned to meet at 
City Hall at 7.30 p. m. 
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MEETING AT CITY HALL. 

Opened with President Walker in the chair. 

Prayer was offered by Comrade Eev. A. O. Spoor, after 
which Col. Safford, Ist Vice-President, was called to the chair ; 
when President Walker, chairman of Committee on Resolutions, 
read the resolutions on the death of General Sheridan, which were 
adopted by a silent rising vote. 

President Walker, on resuming the chair, made some very 
appropriate remarks introducing the orator of the evening, Chap- 
lain N. Newton Glazier, who gave us a most eloquent address, 
speaking for 45 minutes. 

On motion carried, a vote of thanks was tendered to the 
speaker. 

At this point a collection was taken to defray the expenses, 
and then adjourned to the banquet hall at the Yan Ness House. 

CAMP-FIRE AND BANQUET. 

The annual camp-fire and banquet was held at the Van Ness 
House, where mine host Drew had arranged one of his finest 
spreads, the bill of fare being elegant. The comrades were well 
served, under the direction of Mr. Harry De Yere, by an efficient 
corps of waiting girls, and the banquet was one of the most 
enjoyable served in tlie city in a long time. President Walker 
rapped the tables to order, and put the veterans in good humor 
by telling some interesting stories. He said this was the anniver- 
sary of the battle of the Opequon. He spoke of the first time 
that the regiment felt they had accomplished something at "Win- 
chester. He then spoke of the strategy of that battle. It always 
seemed to him that some one had made a mistake that forenoon. 
The Nineteenth corps took a position behind the wagons of the 
Sixth corps instead of behind the troops, and two hours were 
thus lost. He remembered, however, the order, and the Yermont 
troops were sent forward to lead the others. He was pleased to 
know that the State had come to recognize the Eleventh by 
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making one of its members presidential elector and another 
lieutenant-governor. He then called on Capt. U. A. Woodbury. 

Capt. Woodbury said it seemed odd to speak this fall without 
saying something about the tariff and surplus. The captain made 
a short but pleasing address, when he was followed by Capt. J. E. 
Eldridge, who told how Capt. E. J. Morrill was shot while trying 
to escape from a train on the Weldon railroad while en route as 
a prisoner of war. Secretary H. C. H. Lewis then followed with 
a graphic picture of prison life at Andersonville, Ga., and the 
hanging of the six ration-raiders in the famous prison pen. 

Surgeon Parks said that of all the wounded who came under 
his care none murmured because he was in the army. 

Col. Safford said he enjoyed these reminiscences. He spoke 
a good word for Yemiont surgeons, and made a pleasant but 
short speech. He was followed by Capt. Patrick Diggins, Lieut. 
J. S. Drenan, Capt. O. H. Austin, Adjt.-Gen. T. S. Peck and 
Comrades Foster, Daggett, Samson and A. S. Fleury. 

An interesting feature of the evening was tlie presentation 

to Rev. N. Newton Glazier by the "chairman" of a walking stick 

cut on the Gettysburg battle field at the " Bloody Angle," by 

Gen. T. S. Peck. It was after midnight before the reunion 

ended, and was said to be one of the most enjoyable ever held in 

the city. The morning of the 20tli was spent by visiting the 

many places of interest in and about the city, and upon the 

departure of the afternoon trains the comrades left for home, 

voting a splendid time.

THE THIRD REUNION. 

St. Johnsbury, Vt., August 8, 1889. 

Nearly 100 veterans attended the third annual reunion of the 
Society of the First Artillery, 11th Vermont Volunteers, on 
Thursday last. At the business meeting in Grand Army Hall, 
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Maj. D. J. SaflEord of Morrisville, Vice-President of the Society, 
presided, and opened the gathering with a brief address of wel- 
come. 

Bellows Falls, Vt., Aug. 8, 1889. 

Mr, Presiderit and Comrades : 

Another year has rolled around, another mile stone has 
been passed in our onward march to the final camping ground, 
bringing us together for fraternal greeting and to take each other 
by the hand, to look into eyes that are growing dim, and to notice 
that time continues to sprinkle our locks still more liberally with 
silver, and to chisel upon our faces the hard lines of care and 
anxiety. Comrades, as we clasp hands to-day, with fraternal 
greetings, every one of us must be credited with the same mo- 
tive, that of "Brotherly Love." As we look back to the days, yea 
weeks, montlis and years of companionship during the great civil 
war, we have but one thought and that we belong to one fam- 
ily and that family out-ranking all the nobility of Europe. 
And while we feel proud of the family to which we belong, we feel 
still more honored when we but think of and hear tiie name of the 
father of that family mentioned, that name which by all nations, 
is the most loved and most respected of any, ovi^ Martyred Lin- 
coln, And as we gather around the camp-fire to-day, let us not 
forget that there are many of the old First Artillery who cannot 
meet with us, and although they are not here in person, they are 
in spirit, as you will note by the enthusiasm that will be lent us 
all, in our meeting and camp-fire. I have received many letters 
of regret from comrades in far-off States — of their inability to at- 
tend in person, who say they are with us in thought and spirit. 
I find members of our regiment all the way from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, and from the British provinces to the gulf. When you con- 
ferred upon me the honor of electing me your Secretary, two years 
ago, I accepted the position with some hesitency and misgivings, 
as I well knew the responsibility devolving upon me or any one 
who should accept the position. At that time I could 
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locate only about one hundred of the comrades, and the addresses 
of these were not all correct ; but to-day, comrades, I have the post- 
oflBce addresses of over 700 of the regiment and am in hopes at this 
meeting to augment the list still further. I also have been able to 
note the fact that we have a Memorial Record of at least 624. 
Thus you see, comrades, your Roster shows to-day, living, 715 
Eoll of honor, ..... 624 



Making a total of - - - - 1,339 

out of a grand total of 2,340 enlistments in our regiment, leaving 
981 men to be accounted for. Thus you see, comrades, the necessity" 
of your help during the next year in assisting my succes- 
sor in oflBce, in locating the remainder of the regi- 
ment. I should recommend a printed roster of the regiment. 
The cost for such a one as would be of use to us would be, for 
1,000 copies, about $100 or $125 ; it would require about 43 pages 
of 55 names to a page for the roster, and with the constitution and 
by-laws together with the proceediligs of our meetings added, would 
make a book of about 60 pages. It would be a valuable book for 
the comrades, as all who served in the regiment would appear by 
name and residence, so far as their residence is known, otherwise it 
would be left blank to fill in the post-office address ; all deaths so far 
as known would be noted,and comrades could then help to locate all 
the survivors of the regiment. These books could be mailed to the 
comrades at a cost not to exceed twenty-five cents each. I would 
also most respectfully recommend that every comrade forward to 
the Secretary all information in his possession concerning mem- 
bers of the regiment, as regards residence, sickness or death. 
Please also make note of changes of residence ; think over and 
make note of every comrades who has died since the close of 
the war and forward the same to the secretary. A history of the 
regiment may be written shortly and all notes and incidents given 
the secretary will be carefully preserved for the historian. Few 
of you comrades are aware of the labors devolving upon your 
secretary or any one man to secure all the facts necessary for the 
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good of the society, and your help will be highly appreciated. 
My correspondence has been quite large during the past year, but 
I would not regret if it had been considerably larger, as it was 
with pleasure that I answered the many letters sent me, and 
written the many I have for information. I have been informed 
of only three deaths that have taken place since our last meeting. 
They are, Edward C. Carrigan of Co. K., died, Nov. 8th, 1888, 
at Saladia, Colorado, and Thomas Penniman of Co. G., who 
died, July 21st, 1889, at Cambridgeport, Vt. I have also been 
informed of the death of Joshua Whiting of Co. H., who died, 
Sept. 11th, 1888, at Rochester, Vt. Yon will note his death oc- 
curred eight days previous to our last meeting. As we mourn 
the loss of these our comrades, we have other causes for rejoicing 
from the fact that since our last meeting we have had several 
promotions in our ranks; among the many let me point to one or 
two : First, that of our " old and beloved one-armed captain," 
Col. U. A. Woodbury, who to-day is Lieut. Governor of Ver- 
mont, and we hope another year to address him in place of 
" His Honor," as, " His Excellency." Another among the pro- 
motions is Hiram Smith, Jr., of Company E., who after fighting 
for and serving his country more than well and leaving enough 
'* Smith'' on Virginia soil to testify to his love and fidelity to 
his country, having lost an amn and leg^ returned home to his 
studies, and being as good a citizen as he was a soldier, has been 
placed in charge at the Pension Bureau as first deputy Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, which we^ Comrades, consider is more of an 
honor to the office than to the man, although the office is of no 
small significance. You see therefore, that while we mourn, 
we have cause to rejoice. We do not forget the fact that your 
President, Col. Walker, holds a high and honored position. In 
closing. Comrades, I wish to express my thanks to the officers and 
members of the society for their uniform courtesy and kindness, 
and bespeak the same for my successor.

Considerable debate was indulged in over the Secretary's 
proposition to have a roster of the veterans printed, and the mat- 
ter referred to a committee, wlio reported favorably on the pro- 
ject. It was accordingly voted to have a roster printed.

They also recommended that the next reunion be held in Rut- 
land. 

The address of Rev. Dr. Arthur Little of Boston, in Music 

Hall in the evening, was an eloquent and thoughtful production, 

and worthy of a larger audience. After a felicitous introduction 

and a cursory survey of tlie doings of the 11th Regiment until the 

final surrender of Gen. Lee, the old regiment cliaplain spoke 

somewhat as follows : 

There is a continued demand for the same heroic spirit that inspired 
your actions twenty-five years ago. Though a visible foe is not present, 
heroism is demanded. So is self-sacrifice, a virtue without which the re- 
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public could not long live. In these times of rapid growth in wealth and 
I)opulation, too much stress may be put upon dollars, dress or fashion, and 
the spirit of self-sacrifice lost sight of. Show your heroic spirit by main- 
taining the untarnished honor of a soldier's life and record. The scriptural 
command is to .walk worthy of your vocation. This you have done since. 
You owe it to your country and to posterity to preserve the soldier's reputa- 
tion. Never come before your country as beggars. Never let it be under- 
stood that a soldier asks for money or for office. When the American na- 
tion shall have paid all just claims for pensions there will still remain a debt 
that cannot be paid by any money value. 

Guard your soldierly honor by letting it go down in history that there 
is and always will be a difference between the blue and the gray. While 
right is right and treason is treason, it can never be conceded that it was 
just as well to be on one side as the other. Unless Jefferson Davis repents 
he will go down in history as a traitor, and the Southern friends, though 
brave and heroic, were on the wrong side. 

Another thing requires courage, and that is to see to it that the results 
involved in the war shall be entirely accomplished. They have not yet been 
realized south of Mason and Dixon's line. The wicked fact that lay at the 
bottom of himian slavery was the inequality of the colored race. This 
thought has not been entirely eradicated. There is still a controversy on ra- 
cial differences. Until we have a fair vote and a fair count it is a* very dark 
day for the republic. 

Great moneyed corporations and trusts confront us. You are to discuss 
great questions of capital and labor. Temperance is a great moral issue. 
Vermont is in advance of almost every State in the Union on this question. 
Inasmuch as we are on high ground we can help other States. 

The four figures on the monument just dedicated at Plymouth repre- 
sented education, morality, liberty and law. These four underlying princi- 
ples made New England so beautiful and noted. This great monument was 
surmounted by a statue of faith. It is faith which connects those thoughts 
with the Power above. It rules them all and is the source of them aJl. 
Man is worth more than anything else in the world. Our great production 
is splendid men. Our country cannot be built up simply by adding to its 
wealth and boundaries and creating new Sts^tes. We must develop man- 
hood. 

In closing, Dr. Little spoke of liis recent visit to our soldiers' 

monument, and said that this was sacred ground. He said : 

I remember two men specially dear to me. This was the home of one 
of the bravest of all the officers of the Vermont Brigade, Col. Chamberlin — 
none braver, none truer, none more soldier-like. It was also the home of 
Capt. Morrill, whose sad death is still in your memory. 
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At the close of the address the comrades adjourned to the 
St. Johnsbury House where an excellent banquet was served. 
After the feast came the camp-fire, which all the! veterans were 
anticipating. Letters of regret were read from Col. Aldace F. 
Walker of Chicago ; Gen. J. M. Warner, Albany,. N. Y.; P. H. 
Carney, Fargo, Dakota ; Lieut. C. H. Anson, Milwaukee ; Charles 
G. Gould, Washington, and others. Col. Walker wrote: " Please 
present my compliments to my comrades, and assure them that I 
regret exceedingly my inability to meet with them. I have a 
most supreme affection for the 11th Vermont. My connection 
with it is the proudest recollection of my life. No opportunity 
to preserve its memories will ever be omitted by me, and I can 
never forget the uniform indulgence and kindness that my youth 
and inexperience received from every officer and soldier in the 
regiment during the fall and winter of '64." Adjutant T. S. 
Peck of Burlington wrote : " There is something about the reun- 
ion of the 11th Vermont that always makes me sad, when I hear 
the stories of the sufferings of the brave comrades of Fleming's 
battalion, who were captured on the Welden road in '64 and suf- 
fered so in Andersonville prison. I will never forget the reunion 
at Burlington and the sad stories told there of those who died 
that the country might live. Their patriotic death and that of 
all other soldiers was given in the noblest cause for which one 
could die, that is for the salvation and liberty of a free and un- 
divided country." Gen. Warner of Albany, N. Y., wrote: " Have 
enjoyed immensely the last meetings, and am much gratified at 
the kind expressions of regret on the part of old comrades conveyed 
in your letter." 

Maj. Safford presided at tho banquet, and speeches and reminis- 
cences were given by Chaplain Little, J. C. Jones of Chester, Lieut.- 
Gov. Woodbury, Capt. J. E. Eldredge, Warren, Lieut. E. L. 
Foster, New York, Sergt. J. B. Soper, Morrisville, Capt. E. A. 
Howe, Ludlow, Lieut. Dunham, Lieut. Sargent and others. Dur- 
ing the day the following telegram was sent to the third artillery 
association of Rhode Island who were holding a similar reunion: 
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'' The veterans of the Green Mountain state herald the day with 
three rousing cheers for the veterans of Little Rhody. Shake, 
and let us all drink from the same canteen as of ' old lang syne.' " 
In reply this message was read as the camp-jBre closed just after 
midnight : " Your soldier greeting at hand. The boys of the 
Third Rhode Island artillery association from the home of Burn- 
side extend to the Green Mountain boys a fraternal grasp of the 

hand.— Shake !"
